“Where can I catch some 
brook trout in the middle of 
the summer?” This is a com- 
mon question in Maine, and the 
answer ig frequently overlook- 
ed, 

Ask a fishery biologist, and 
he’ll probably recommend one 
of the more than 80 reclaimed 
ponds which provide-plenty of 
fun for Maine fishermen. 
They're stocked regularly to 
keep the trout pinion ata 
good level. once the competing 
species of fish have been re- 
moved chemically. 

Open to everyone, young and 
aid, the reclaimed ponds have 
a few restrictions: no live fish 
as ait, no ice fishing, and five 
fish daily Nmit. With fhese ex- 
ceptions, they’ve fished just like 
any natural trout pond, 

At the start of the open wa- 
ter season, reclaimed ponds are 
fished hard, and success is high. 
Later, when other waters be- 
gin to produce and it takes a dit 
more work to catch trout in the 
reclaimed ponds, some anglers 
fend to forget about them.

In general, right-of-way rules 
indicate who shall yield when 
there ix a potential conflict be- 
tween Vehicles or between a ve- 
hicle and 4 pedestrian. In oth- 
er words, they establish traffic 
priority, You mist always ré~ 
member that. you do nol per- 


manently have the right of way, - 


You are required to yield it un- 
der certain cireumstances, 
The driver of an emergency 


vehicle, for instance, warns he 


is coming by use of a siren and/ 
or flashing red light, He has 
immediate priority. It is the 
duty of all other drivers. to 
yield the right-of-way to ‘him. 
They must get out of an inter- 
section, move as far to the 
right az possible and stop, or 
take any other needed action to 
tleay the way for the emergen- 
ey vehicle, The driver of an ern- 
ergency vehicle, too, is respon- 
sible for knowing and obeying 
the traffic laws of his state, 
Here are five right-of-way
